Discussions regarding 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which interview recordation is ofterwise provided for In Section 812^:01 of the Manual of Patisnt 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographtoal errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the intenriew recordation procedures

The Interview Summary Fonn shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portk>n of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal intenriew, the duplicate c»py off the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attoniey or agent) at the conclusion of the intenriew. In the case of a telephonic Interview, the copy Is mailed to the applicant's tx>rrespondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If addittonal correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other cifcunristarK»s 
dictate, the Form should t>e mailed promptly after the teiephonte interview rather than with the next official cbmmunicatwri;

Applicant's summary of what took place at the Interview should, be careful^/ checked io determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and il bears directly on the question of patentability, it shouki t>e pointed out in the next Office letter If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her verstorr of the statenrmrit attritjuted to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place tha indication "Interview record OIC on the paper recording the substance of the interview atong with tfte date and 
the examiner's initials. 
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
